This legislation will enact Section 503.07 of the Codified Ordinances preventing 
registered sex offenders from loitering within 300 feet of parks, playgrounds, the YMCA 
and similar areas where children regularly congregate.

An Agreement With Barrett Paving Materials Inc., And Declaring An Emergency
